Roosevelt in 19 39 and 19 41. 
Mr. T rum an sent a s p e c i a l 
m essag e to congress em bracing 
h is recom m endations. He said 
th a t h e h as already req uested 
g overnm ent agencies “ to cease 
o peratio ns” under pow ers of cer­ 
tain perm anent statutes wh ich 
are effective only during opera­ 
tion of a national em ergency .

THE thyroid gland, which is lo 
cated in the neck,produces a secre­ 
tion which serves to regulate the 
b ody’s metab olic furnaces. Where 
there is a normal amount of this 
sub stance, the fuel we give the 
b ody in the form of food is used 
effectively to produce heat and en­ 
ergy and the flame of life b ums 
b right and clear. 
Where the secretion is lacking 
or inadeq uate, the picture is dis­ 
mally different. A child b om with 
this condition is known as a cretin 
and will b e stunted in growth, 
sluggish physically and mentally 
incapab le. 
When the thyroid secretion b e­ 
comes inadeq uate in an adult, a 
condition known as myx edema de­ 
velops, with a similar disastrous 
slowing down of every mental and 
physical process. Fortunately, to­ 
day we can correct the situation b y 
giving thyroid ex tract, and when 
this sub stance is supplied, im­ 
provement is often dram atic,strik­ 
ing personality changes b ecoming 
apparent after only a few weeks’ 
treatm ent. 
A Serio us Co nditio n 
A 
serious 
condition 
is also 
b rought ab out b y the secretion of 
too much thyroid ex tract. This is 
eq uivalent to opening all thedrafts 
on a furnace, with a conseq uent 
terrific speeding up of all b odily 
processes. There are marked loss 
of weight, an increase in the pulse 
rate, irritab ility and emotional up­ 
set. The skin i# hot and moist and, 
during stress or ex ertion, there is 
a great deal of sweating. 
This condition is called hyper­ 
thyroidism or tox ic goitre. There 
is another less dangerous condi­ 
tion known as simple goitre, which 
results from lack of iodine. The 
secretion of the thyroid gland con­ 


tains iodine and if the gland is not 
supplied with enough iodine, it 
will increase in size, thus forming 
a goitre. 
Simple Enlargement 
Simple enlargem ent of the thy­ 
roid gland is more likely to occur 
during the m aturing period, dur­ 
ing pregnancy, and in childhood 
when the b ody is growing rapidly. 
The longer the thyroid gland 
m i 
kept short of iodine the more per­ 
manent is the enlargem ent likely 
to b ecome. Furtherm ore, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Harold Gardiner-Hill of 
England, in certain rases of sim­ 
ple goitre, in later life hyper-thy- 
roidism is likely to develop. 
Thys it is im portant that simple 
goitre b e recognized promptly ar.d 
that it b e treated b y the adminis­ 
tration of iodine in the proper 
dose. If this is done early enough, 
the swelling of the gland will dis­ 
appear, which does not happen 
after the enlargem ent has b een 
present for several years.

Perhaps the most useful guide 
in telling whether o r not hyper­ 
thyroidism is present 
is what is 
known as a b asal metab olism test. 
This is made b y measuring the 
amount of ox ygen which a person 
uses up in a given period of time. 
It shows whether or not the chemi­ 
cal activities of the b ody have 
b een speeded up. 
In mild cases of hyperthyroid­ 
ism the giving of iodine in the 
proper dose may relieve the symp­ 
toms, at least for the time b eing. 
Operative or X-ray treatm ents 
o f 
the gland are often necessary. A 
new drug known as thio-uracil 
may be given prior to operation 
to 
improve the patient’s condition 
so 
that he may b e b etter ab le to with­ 
stand the operation.

This is 
equivalent to opening all the drafts 
on a furnace, with a consequent 
terrific speeding up of all bodily 
processes. There are marked loss 
of weight, an increase in the pulse 
rate, irritability and emotional up­ 
set. The akin is hot and moist and, 
during stress or exertion, there is 
a great deal of sweating. 
This condition is called hyper­ 
thyroidism cr toxic goitre. There 
is another lea* dangerous condi­ 
tion known as simple goitre, which 
result# from lack of iodine.

supplied with enough iodine, it 
will increase in sue, thus forming 
a goitre. 
Simple Enlargement 
Simple enlargement of the thy­ 
roid gland is more likely to accur 
during the maturing period, dur­ 
ing pregnancy, and in childhood 
when the body is growing rapidly. 
The longer the thyroid gland te 
kept short of iodine the more per­ 
manent is the enlargement likely 
to become. Furthermore, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Harold Gardiner-Hill of 
England, in certain case* of sim­ 
ple goitre, in later life hyper-thy- 
roidism is likely to develop. 
Thus it is important that simple 
goitre be recognized promptly and 
that it be treated by the adminis­ 
tration of iodine in the proper 
dose. If this is done early enough, 
the swelling of the gland will dis­ 
appear, which does not happen 
after the enlargement ha* been 
present for several years. 
Moat Useful Guide 
Perhaps the most useful guide 
in telling whether or not hyper­ 
thyroidism is present is whet is 
known as a basal metabolism test. 
This is made by measuring the 
amount of oxygen which a person 
uses up in a given period of time. 
It shows whether or not the chemi­ 
cal activities of th# body hav# 
been speeded up. 
In mild cases of hyperthyroid­ 
ism the giving of iodine in the 
proper dew may relieve the symp­ 
toms, at least for the time being. 
Operative or X-ray treatmenta of 
the gland are often necessary. A 
new drug known as thio-uracil 
may be given prior to operation to 
improve the patient’s condition so 
that he may be better able to with­ 
stand the operation.
